Seeds should beplanted in early Spring or late in 
Summer months. Cultivation is simple, yi: ld enormous and cost 
trifling. Tosave them for Win- 
ter use, bank carefully in dry sit- 
uation, as you would potatoes. 
They should be sliced before feed- 
ingt mix with a little bran, 4nd if 
convenient steam them. For deep 
soil, the long varieties are best. 
Globes for sandy soil. Sow in 
rows two feet apart; thinto twelve 
or fifteen inches in rows. Manure 
well. Five pounds of seed will 
sow an acre.
